Total Abstinence. 


“We are not prepared to discuss scientifically the effects of 
intoxicants upon the human system. We can, however, safely 
stute as a scientific fact, that the use of intoxicating liquors, as a 
beverage, is injurious to man physically, mentally and morally, 
and this, whether drank to excess cr not. Add to ‘this the 
danger that every moderate drinker takes of becoming a drunk- 
ard, and the drunkard’s final doom, and it takes no argument to 
conclude that all Christians ought to totally abstain from the 
use. There is stillanother and, perhaps, a greater reason for total 
abstinence on the part of Christians. The professed Christian, 
who drinks moderately and never gets drunk, and maintains his 
standing with the respectab vility of his community, does more to 
drag young men into drunkenness than the confirmed drunkard 

Under the inspiration of the Holy Spirit the great apostle 
Paul said: “It meat make my brother to offend, I will eat no 
flesh while the world standeth, lest I make my brother to of.- 
fend.” It the Holy Spirit, whose guidance we should also seek, 
thus inspired Paul to be willing to give up one of the necessaries 
of life for the sake of his influence on others. how much more 
ought we to abstain from the use of drinks, which are positively 
injurious and unnecessary, for the good of those w ho might be 
led astray by our example. In conclusion, we ask and urge this 
Association to consider this question. Should not:a church deal 
with a member who drinks moderately as it does with the mem- 
ber who drinks to drunkenness?

Report on Foreign Missions. 


Dear Baeruren : Your committee beg leave to make the 
ollowing report: We believe in a “thus sayeth the Lord,” for 
all We teach and practice. We teach Foreign Missions and to a 
limited extent we practice it, and feel that we have a thus sayeth 
the Lord in the following words, “ Go ye therefore and teach all 
nations, baptizing in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and 
ofthe Holy Spirit.” Matt. 28 119. 

We believe this to be the commission of our Master, given 
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through His Son and our Savior ; and he who would disobey is a 
disobedient child ; yea, he who has not the spirit of Missions has 
not the spirit ot Christ and is none of his. We recognize and 
have felt the tinancial pressure, but the arm of the Lord has not 
been shortened, nor has he turned a deaf ear to the cries of His 
people. This fact is shown from the following facts and figures 
China, whose mission work has been operated by direction of the 
Foreign Mission Board since 1845, has 38 missionaries, 25 native 
helpers, 11 churches, y38 members, baptized 75, has 11 schools 
and has collected $1,715. Africa 11 missionaries, 7 native help- 
ers, 4 churches, 144 members, 20 baptized, 3 schools, and has col- 
lected $215. Italy 3 missionaries, 27 native helpers, 17 churches, 
347 members, 72 baptized, contributions $560. Brazil 17 mis- 
sionartes, 8 native helpers, 12 churches, 553 members, 96 baptized, 
collections $1,844. Mexico 25 missionaries, 10 native helpers, 30 
churches, 1014 mémbers, 94 baptized, 2 schools, with $1,526 con- 
tributed. Japan 4 missionaries, 2 native helpers, 1 church, 
members, 26 baptized.

These facts 
should encourage us to do greater things for the foreign mission

State Missions. 


The last year has, in some respects, been the most trying year 
upon our State Mission work for many years. This “year was 
begun by the board with a debt of $1,321.76. On April rst, the 
debt amounted to $2,047.14. And this, in the tace of the in- 
creasing financial depression, and the additional fact that the 
State Board had lost one of its most liberal contributors and 
wisest members in the person of Bro. Jno. Powell, while other 
members of the board and some of our most active pastors went 
to other States. However, this debt was liquidated by the Con- 
vention at Summit. In the language of the report of the secre- 
tary of the board: ‘“ Add to these the general disturbance in our 
ranks over the college removal question, and we have a number 
ot influences, all combining to demoralize the great work com- 
mitted to our hands. It has been a year of unrest. May we never 
have another such. God has graciously dealt with us in the 
midst of it all.” 

The report further says: “There are many important fields 
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. ‘ 
that we ought to occupy ; there are others asking our help, and to 
whom we have promised help, hoping to begin at an early day. 
To do this we need more money in our treasury. We do earn- 
estly plead for the means for enlargement, that we may possess in 
the name of our Lord the many places that are needing our care.” 

There were 73 stations occupied by missionaries of the board 

during last Convention year ; 1,493 sermons were preached by its 
missionaries ; 487 were baptized by the missionaries and others 
upon their fields; received by letter 108; restored 6, making a 
total increase of membership through their labors of 601. And 
this is only a part of the work done upon the mission fields. The 
financial outlay to sustain this work was $5,595. About $1 1.50 
for each person baptized, and no account taken of the many who 
were converted and did not join Baptist churches. When dis- 
tributed among the Baptist of the State we find that it ‘is only 
6j cents per capita. We are only playing at State Missions. 
When shall we get down to solid work?

Report on Home Missions. 


By Home Missions is meant all the missions under the man- 
agement of the Home Board of the Southern Baptist Convention. 
The Board does work in the various Southern States, the Indian 
Territory and Cuba. The work of this board has been greatly 
blessed, until its work is next in influence to the work of the 
Foreign Board. Last year there were employed by the board 
360 missionaries, Under the management of the Home Board 
there were 155 churches organized, g2 houses of worship built, 
1,749 Bibles and Testaments distributed. There was received by 
the board last year for its work $106,909.58. It is well that we 
distinguish between Home Mission Work and State Mission 
work. Home Missions are the missions under the management 
of the Home Board of the Southern Baptist Convention. State 
Missions are the missions under the control of the State Conven- 
tion Board, in co-operation with the Executive Boards of the As- 
*eckitions composing the State Convention The Home Mission 
Work is of great importance as it is now managed, and we should 
five it our hearty support. E. L. Wesson.

Education. 


Each individual owes it to himself, to his neighbor and his 
God, to develop to the extent of his power the endowments which 
his creator has bestowed upon him.

God, 
who is our creator, preserver and benefactor; deserves our best 
service. In the busy turmoil of the city, as well as in the eager 
searchings of the cloister ; in the quietseclusion of the home, as 
well as the deep probing of the University, man can equip him- 
self for service. Grander opportunities for acquiring an educa- 
tion were never betore so abundant, nor so extensive as now. 
There is a great demand for thorough trained men. We want a 
broad, deep, liberal culture to meet the demands of our times. 
We want a system of education that teaches bearing as well as 
doing, that makes a character that can stand the strongest test 
and remain unharmed. We believe that this bearing, and this 
character can be obtained only by long and arduous labor. A 
few facts may be learned, and some knowledge acquired by an 
easy and short cut method. We want an education whose foun- 
dation is well laid in order that we may build a superstructure 
that will stand. Sometimes we are too eager to rush to the con- 
flict. Too many get there and find their weapons not well tem- 
pered and hence they fall. We have a number of high schools 
that are doing a good work. They should be preparatory to our 
colleges. Fora complete education where the heart as well as 
the head is cultivated, where the principles that form the struct- 
ure of manhood are taught; where young men are inspired with 
a lofty, noble and Godly ambition, ‘for this we heartily recom- 
mend our own College. We earnestly request that all who are 
going to send their sons to College that they send them to Mis- 
sissippi College. We owe it to ourselves, to our denomination 
and to our God to do this.

Report. 


In compiling a report on this subject, I beg to state, that of 
the twenty-one churches represented here by letter, six make no 
mention of having a Sunday school ; six give no statistics of their 
schools; nine report a maximum of officers and teachers; five 
hundred and eight students : $137.25 expended for literatur 
There is reported in our State three hundred and twenty-seven 
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schools, eleven hundred and ninety-six officers and teachers, 
eleven thousand, four hundred and thirty-one scholars; with 

2,221.44 cost of literature. Taking these statistics asa basis, we 
see that our children, even in Baptist families, are not spending 
their Sabbaths in Sunday schools. It seems our people can not 
move together. I suppose we shall never have ‘concert of action 
till the trump of God sounds. We now have greater facilities for 
pushing this work than ever before. Our “ Leading Lights” are 
offering greater opportunities each year. The Southern Baptist 
Convention has created a Board and located it at Nashville, Tenn. 
specially to foster this great movement. “That Board is now fur- 
nishing our people with abundant literature of the most reliable 
character. We recommend that our people use our own litera- 
ture. Realizing the importance of this work, the Convention 
Board has elected Bro. B. N. Hatch, and employed him ata sala- 
ry of $1,000 to travel in its interest. Brother Hatch will organize 
new schools, encourage old ones, and, in every Way, assist in pro- 
moting this interest. 

The S. B. C. Board pays $300.00 of this and our own Board 
pays $700.00. Bro. Hatch also gets ten per cent. of all orders for 
Publications that go to this Board through his hands. Then we 
help ourselves by helping this Board. 

Brethren, this work should be pushed, because. it is a good 
Way to reach the masses, and enlist them for Christ.

Your committee can heartily endorse and truly rejoice in the 
enthusiasm and zeal of our noble Christian women in the prosecu- 
ton of their Christian work, and can but expressa reluctance in 
deciding her work in any way separate from man’s.

labor therein. We would not have you decide that your Com- 
mittee would view Woman's Work as sub-ordinate to, but co or- 
dinate with man’s work. God forbid that we should ever depre- 
ciate the help, that in the wisdom of God is wonderfully adapted 
and graciously given to mortal man in his arduous work. In 
health and prosperity, a genial and loving companion ; in sick- 
ness, a ministering angel; in trouble, a solid comfort : in days of 
darkness, life’s sunshine ; in death an impress of a lively hope and 
triumphant faith in our blessed Lord. 


Why consider woman’s work separate from man’s when God 
said “Let man leave father aud mother and cleave into his wife, 
and they twain shall be one flesh”? One in desire, one in effort. 
one in joy, one in sorrow, and, in most states, though not in ours, 
one in business. 

W hy, then, have the Woman's Missionary Union, auxihary to 
the Southern Baptist Convention, Woman’s Central Committees. 
Woman's Missionary and Aid Societies and Children’s Sunbeam 
Societies? 

“Well” say some, “you would have us fold our arms, would 
you, and let the men superintend and do all the work?” No, we 
would have co-operation and do all the work in the bounds of the 
church. 


“But” say others, “we would not get the credit of the work.” 
Possibly I can not answer your argument on that point, but I can 
say that, by this method, you would have a most excellent opportu- 
nity to heed the Scriptual injunction “ Let not your right hand 
know what your left hand doeth.”” I say, with pleasure, that the sys- 
tematized efforts of our Southern women have done great things 
for our Zion, in both home and foreign fields And even the 
work of our own women in our own state does great credit to 
their energy and zeal in our Master’s work. 


Listen. The Womans Missionary and Sunbeam Societies 
reported $8138.20 to the Central Committee as the result of their 
efforts from July 1, 1892 to the same date 1893. Now we must 
not be understood as discouraging the efforts of our women, but 
kindly submitting that the same work can be done through the 
Churches. Why not have these mighty forces work within the 
churches and all reports made through them, and let us honor 
God by working in and through his own appointed church to ac- 
complish his gracious designs. 


ust one other thought. If you take the women and children 
off the list of Church contributors, then we may expect to fall off 
greatly in the reports of work done, and our work as churches 
will not be commensurate with what our ability appears to be ; 
and therefore we would be poor lights before the world and poor 
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witnesses rather than living witnesses or cities upon a_ hill, that 
can not be hid. 

Now, for fear that my conclusion be misunderstood, let me 
say that lam in sympathy with all! efforts that are made under 
the jurisdiction of the Church, and where all reports of work 
done are duly credited to the church. 

Let us have acommon fund, i.e. men and women of the 
same church working in and through that church forthe glory of 
God and the salvation of men.

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CONSTITUTION. 





ArticLte 1. The Association shall be called the Oxford Bap- 
tist Association, which shall meet annually. The object of this 
union shal] be to cultivate fraternal intercourse and love between 
the churches composing this body, and to unite their efforts in the 
great work of advancing the Redeemer’s kingdom. In the pros- 
ecution of these objects, the dissemination of the Gospel by mis- 
sionary operations, both at home and abroad, shall receive their 
encouragement, fostering care andsupport. It shall be the aims 
of this Association to promote the cause of Sabbath-schools, also 
the interest of general education,and more especially the education 
of the ministry. All Christian and charitable enterprises shall 
receive their encouragement, among which the support of super- 
annuated and wornout ministers will receive especial attention. 

Art.2. Each church belonging to this Association shall be 
entitled to three representatives until the number of members rea- 
ches twenty-five, and one delegate for every twenty-five ; provid- 
ed in no case shall any church have more than eight delegates. 


Art. 3. The delegates present representing churches shall, du- 
ring the session, present their letters of correspondence, which 
must state their appointment,together with the number of members 
in fellowship ; the number baptized ; received by letter ; restored , 
dismissed by letter ; excluded and died during the year. , 


Art. 4. Any church of this Association failing to represent 
herself at one meeting will be expected to state the reason there- 
of at the next meeting ; and any church thus failing at two suc. 
cessive meetings, the Association may consider her dropped from 
her number, or may appoint a committee to inquire-into the cause 


ofsuch failure. 


Art. 5. Other churches approving our Articles of Faith, and 
desiring to act and live in fellowship with us, may be admitted in- 
to this body by signifying their approval and desire by delegates 
and letters. 

Art.6. This Association shall have a Moderator, Treasurer 


and Clerk, who shall be chosen by ballot at each annual meeting 
4s soon as the letters from the churches are read and the names 


’ of the delegates enrolled. A majority of the votes cast being nec- 


essary to an election. 
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Art. 7. Membership in this Association shall be essential to 
eligibility to any office within the body. 


Art. 8. This Association shall have no power to adopt rules 
or institute proceedings that shall infringe upon the independence 
or rights of churches ; but it may, when requested by a church in 
its letter or correspondence, and not otherwise, give advice to such 
body, and it may separate from such churches as are known to 
walk disorderly. 


Art. 9, This association may correspond by letter and mes- 
senger with other representative bodies of the Baptist denomina- 
tion. 


Art. 10. This Association shall, at its annual meetings, ap- 
point an Executive Board, composed of as many members as there 
shall be churches represented, with five additional members liv- 
ing in the same vicinity, any five of whom shall constitute a quo- 
rum. Each church shall have the privilege of nominating its 
own member of the Board. Said Board shall elect its own officers 
and shall have power to transact the business of the Association 
when the Association is not in session, and for this purpose shall 
meet as often as its chairman shall deem necessary. An annual 
report of the proceedings of the Board shall be made to the Asso- 

‘ ciation. 

Art. 11. The Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
regular meeting by a majority of two-thirds of the members pres- 
ent, provided the proposition to change be made at a previous 
meeting.
